O F ALL the, road nun« around Victoria 
none la quite ao appealing to roe aa 
"Burnside.** It waa no doubt given by 
the Scottish pioneers. and moat peo¬ 
ple connect “burn" with Scotland. 
None the leas.lt it a good old Saxon word and 
appears to-day in many place-names lr^he south 
of England and elsewhere. Shakespeare has "Come 
o’er the bourn, Beaay. to me." which might al¬ 
most oocur in the Scottish national bard Michael 
Drayton wrote three hundred yean ago a long 
poem called “Polyolblon. or a Chorographlcal 
Description of all the Tracts. Rivers, Mountains 
... of Oreat Britain.” and In It he speaks of. 
“the bournes, the brooks, the becks, the rill*, ths 
rivulets/* And. to take a modern instance and 
that of a purist in English. Tennyson makes Bel-; 
Ucent plead with Gareth to “stay: follow the deer 

By these tall firs and our fast-falling bums"

Leaving . the bus at the Oarden City road I 
took my way along the Burnside Once more 
grey sky' was overhead last' Saturday, and again 
no breath of wind disturbed tree or smoke The 
night’s rain had left everything freslr and moist 
Near Wilkinson Road, in a newly-exposed surface 
of rock, where the thoroughfare had been widened. 
Is a new kind of dlorlte Dtortte. a dark speckled 
rock consisting of greenish black hornblende and 
whits to pale green felspar, la the commonesi 
rock m and about Victoria. Oenarally the two 
minerals are so mingled as to give the coarse 
pepper-fend - salt effect ao familiar on our rock 
surfaces. At other times, but not so freqtientty- 
at KUi'^h A sman sCkfC. the two are arranged In 
alternate rows or in such a way that a row In 
»which hornblende predominates succeeds one In 
which felspar Is the more plentiful, and so on 
This la what Is known aa bandad or gnelaalc 
structure In the rock I found on Saturday the 
hornblende “la In small rounded masses three- 
eighths of an Inch or so In diameter and round 
about and between these Is a lighter-colored dlo¬ 
rlte. It U not unlike In appearance the "orbi¬ 
cular dlorlte of Corsica (also kpown as "Na¬ 
poleon! te' for an obvious reason) but the Corsican 
roc I has It* masse* In concentric layers

A little further along the road at a point where 


tbe waters of Portage Inlet are full in view across 
an open field Irlth three large oaks there la a 
natural hedge of wild rose, thorn, broom and snow- 
berry. The thorns still bore numbers of haws and 
on these were feeding a little party of finches, 
eight in number. Six of them were clad in grey, 
but the other two could only be compared to 
jewels, so bright waa their coloration. Their heads 
were bright rosy red. and the roalneae extended 
downwards. But the crown was particularly fin# 
with that living tint which cornea from the move¬ 
ment of tha head f ea th er s —^Phey were purple 
finches, "purple" being used lei Its old sense of a 
color approaching scarlet In redness. 

After passing Strawberry Vale village one be¬ 
gins to cuter a land of farms. The sound of 
poultry is In the air. but It la not the massed 
effect of the poultry farm: From barnyards near 
and far come the voices of the fowl, as If each 
were echoing tha other. In spite of our modern 
sterilization and sanitation the odor of the cow- 
byre still persists, and I am countryman enough 
to be-gtad. In these mild December days the cows 
still graze upon green grass though other sources 
of nourishment the dairyman must needs furnish, 
for Winter fields lack the mIlk-producing pro¬ 
perties of Summer meadows. And aa further 
tokens of the farm there hang from the branches 
of the trees that overhang the road trailing stems 
of -straw and hay. snatched from the wagons as 
they pass. One wild note sounds above all alar, 
the frogs*, clear and persistent until tpe foot of 
man approaches when silence fails and as per¬ 
sistently remains until his unwelcome presence Is 
removed 

The broad open fields that run Aip the valleys , 
with the Term buildings behind, perched upon the 
rocky ridges with their natural drainage, are en¬ 
closed by somber wood* It Is a grey day above 
and so It Is below where even the most distant 
prospect falls to glee a tinge of blue. All the 
landscape beyond the immediate foreground is 
worked out In varying tlftta of grey XL ere are 

here and there rocky knolls rising above tbe 
ploughed land, patches Incapable of cultivation, 
little wildernesses in the oaae* of fertility. In re¬ 
versal of the accustomed setting. But Nature 
does not leave the rock to Its barrenness She 
plants with rich prodigality the spot despised pf 
man Already I notice how thicket of oak and 
brushwood of broom are hiding from the passer¬ 
by the rough irregularity of the ridges, though 
there still gleams an occasional glaciated "sheep, 
back" with Its mantle of vivid moss velvet 

I ROM LAR.il TO FOREST 

Just after the sharp turn of the Burnalde to 
the southwest come* the Prospect Lake Road 
runhlng nearly due north It has scarcely begun 
when the traveler finds himself In the forest and

remains “there until he reaches the lake. But It 
la a forest of the kind that characterizes the 
Highland and Western Lake districts. It la not 
distinguished for tbe size of Its timber, not for 
the unbroken continuity of IU slates. Tbe 
countryside Is' a broken one. an Irregular ag¬ 
glomeration of hills and hollows. While none of 
the hills attain a height of more thsn a few 
hundred feet and moat of them are only from 
fifty to a hundred feet above the road, the im¬ 
pression on my mind Is that I am in a much 
more mountainous area. All this hill-country Is 
made up of the remnants of an old elevated land 
surface which even before the beginning of the 
Ice Age must have been sadly worn down, but 
which was carved by the southward-moving 
glaciers into some semblance of IU present form 
some semblance because In the thousands of 
years which have ensued the marks of the Ice- 
tools have suffered In turn arid with some severity 
at tbe bands of atmospheric agencies and plant 
life. 

The forest is light There are scattered Doug¬ 
las firs of large alee along tha road, but most of 
the timber Is made up of smaller and younger 
trees, among which, at tha' southern end. balsam 
firm are conspicuous It would seem that up to 
about a century ago there was comparatively little 
umber on this rough hilly country, and that what 
density there la now is little older than our own 
discovery and settlement. And It Is thus not sur- 
’ prising to meet with scattered arbutus and maple 
far within this region of coniferous forest 

There' are along the earlier part of the road 
pleasant little fields between the rocky ridges and 
*the wooded hills In these little apoU of a few 
seres the plongb and me rttrtr harrow were at 
work, or the stubble of the Summer's crop sttU 
showed tbe marks of last Spring's drilling Judg¬ 
ing by the Close wire fencing along both sides 
sheep are being raised In the roqgp forest land, 
although I saw none About halfway the firs are 
badly blighted snd bear s most unhappy appear¬ 
ance The needles have been stripped from the 
ends of the branchleta. and thus for the usual 
green there Is substituted a dOll brownish grey 
About halfway across cedars and hemlocks make 
their appearance and In their tlgor and health- 
Inewi make a very refreshing contrast to the 
devastated firs Where alders grow near balsam • 
firs ss they do towards Prospect Lake. 1* Is In¬ 
teresting to notice how like the trunks are. both 


covered with a white mealiness broken by the 
dark bases/of the branches. But In tha aider the 
branches spring from the trunk alternately, while 
In the balsam they form a ring. After passing 
jh rough numbers of these pale-trunked trees a 
cedar by tha road seemed strikingly warm In 
color, its quickly-tapering trunk of -a rich broken 
brown. , * f 

LAKE BASINS 

On the way I passed Maltby Lake, a not very 
large sheet of water. Invisible, ap but the hollow 
In which It lies, from the road ^ Anyone familiar 
with Elk Lake or Langford Lake looking at the 
depression in which Maltby Lake lies must be 
struck with the difference. This little lake lies 
among ridges of rock that atlll bear In their steep 
wall-llke sides and the persistent trend of their 
ms with nearly due north and aouth. evidences of 
the severe trenching and excoriation they re¬ 
ceived from the moving Ice. And when one comes 
in sight of Prospect Lake and sees how If Is en¬ 
circled by rocks passing down to the very water’s 
edge no doubt can be left that In origin Its basin 
Is one with Its small neighbor rather than wlMi Its 
larger one on the east. For the latter. Uked^ng- 
ford, Lost, and Oltn Lakes, is bosomed In the 
sands snd clays, debris of rocks, snd not on the 
very rocks themselves 

Many yean ago in Oreat Britain a great battle 
warn fought over the origin of rock-basin* At the 
head of on# party stood the redoubtable Ramsay, 
who held that trio lakes of northern Eujppe 
(leaving out. of course, those obviously formed 
like our Elk.' Langford. Olen. and Lost lakes by 
inequalities In the drift deposits, arid those, rest¬ 
ing In. Old .volcanic craters or In subsided areas 
of the land) occupy basins carved out of rock 
by Ice action Against him were those who at¬ 
tributed lakes to the former action of the aes on 
the land or of rivers or to the downward bending 
of the earth’s crust, and so on. The territory 
through which our road leads us and tts further 
extension In the Highland district admirably 
1 lust rates Ramsay’s theory, and perhapa. barrlnv 
the tree*, there esn be no better general descrip¬ 
tion of it than James Oeikie’s of a typical area 
in which "glacial erosion has been In excess of 
glacial accumulation": “In thee# tracts Toetiee 
tnonntonosea abound: tre surface U thus often 
rapidly undulating Low-lying, round-backed 
rocks extend on every aide, while here and there 


the general monotony of the landscape Is partly 
relieved by bare hills and now and again by bald 
mountain heights, all scraped, bared, worn, and 
abraded by severe glacial action. In the countless 
dimples snd Irregular hollows of the surface 
lakes of all shapes and dimensions make their ap¬ 
pearance. and the presence of innumerable bogs 
and marshes show how many shallow sheets of 
water have been gradually obliterated.” I may 
say that In the formation of sych lakes dam¬ 
ming by morainal deposits plays an Important 
part, at least In the earlier stages of their history. 

.MIRRORED MIST 

At the south and of Prospect Lake the road 
turns to the left and makes a steep ascent as It. 
begins to follow the successive shoulders of the 
hills on tbe west At the top of this climb the 
first view of the lake appears The pall of cloud 
above rests as a wreath of .mist upon the summit 
and flanks of Little Saanich Mountain (to give 
Observatory Hill Its old and. well-established 
name) and Juai'where below the taper mells into 
the grey of the hillside the firs regain that In¬ 
dividuality which elsewhere they lose In the gen¬ 
eral neutral tint. The lake reflects the wooded 
ridges opposite aa In a mirror, and. what la 
stranger, even the clinging mist among the trees 
on Little Saanich 1* faithfully echoed on the 
gleaming aur^ce Yet with all Its mlrror-Hke 
smoothness the water's surface has a curious 
tremblfng auch as I do riot remember td'hsre 
seen before, a trembling that does not appreci¬ 
ably affect the reflections of the landscape —" 

Tha hillsides now followed are partly solid rock 
and partly the soil resulting from Its weathering.- 
filled with angular fragments In the projecting 
shoulders may often be -seen dark dlorlte with 

large hornblende, for dlorlte la still the prevail¬ 
ing rock Clewing* have been made in the small 
steep valleys between and as the north end l* 
approached cottages become more frequent On** 
has a perfect home guard of poUca dogs, whose 
barkings as th-/ strain their chains at the cor¬ 
ners of the house are unpleasantly suggestive 
Prom other houses dogs eome out In spite of the 
calls of their owners, but as usual their inten¬ 
tions are hospitable enough, and for a few yards 
fttfy s h ow w frie nd ly I n teres t In the contents of 
your knapsack. 

The low flats at the north of the lake are wet 


at this season and the creamy white of the dla-~ 
tomaceous earth for which they have a fain* 
celebrity by way of geological reports and memo¬ 
irs, are darkened to a drab mud.

And now the West Road is gained and the 
motor traffic la once more met, for since leaving 
Garden City corner I have eeen but two cars- 
The bus I find la an hour later on Saturdays, so 
1 turn citywards and am soon under the bold 
cliffs of Little Saanich. The mist la atljl there, 
but at a nearer view is so light that the great 
while dome can be distinctly seen from the road. 
There are some very fine rock exposures around 
the bine of the hill, and it will be noticed that 
the rock la Of a character different from that of 
the dlorlte met with across and beyond the lake 
For one thing this uoc has the banded or gnetsald 
structure very well developed, and along planes 
parallel with these bands It Is easily split Then 
Lh# color is not only lighter, hut has a brownish 
tinge in some of the layers Thla is due to tha 
presence of a mineral not found in .the first -met- 
wtth dlorlte. namely, mica of a brown sort known 
as “blotlte *’ There is also some quartz Some of 
the rock Is known geologically as "quarts-diortte 
gneiss" and some aa "blotlte granite gneiss.” but 
it Is very difficult to distinguish one from the 
other as you see them in the rock cuttings, in 
fact, impossible Observatory Hill hardly looks 
its height. 732 feet, or ju*t seven feet higher than 
Mount Douglas, but thlk Is because Little Baan- 
ich ha* it* precipitous sides concealed by trees, 
and also has neighbors Mount Douglas on the 
other hand Is isolated Its maaa has a bolder 
structure as seen from the south and west sides, 
and It-Is almost destitute of trees on these bare, 
precipitous walls Little $f*nlch has Its scarps 
more or leas hidden by trees until you are Im¬ 
mediately below, and even then The sky line ha* 
been robbed of tts dtstlhctton by the fringe of 
forest. ~ ‘ - - .

The highest posi¬ 
tions are open to anyone with the necessary 
ability and the willingness to work for them. 

I returned to Canada in the Spring and im¬ 
ported for duty at Winnipeg on May 1. 18g7. 
After a month in Winnipeg, the commissioner 
asked me to go to Stanley to oppoee Stobart 
and Company, who had been makin g headway 
against the Hudson's Bay Company for some years. 
I crossed Lake Winnipeg to the Orand Rapids 
and thence Journey by York 'boat to Stanley 
I remained at that poet two years, at the and 
of which time 8tobart and Company sold out 
and abandoned the place. 

Stanley is situated on the Churchill River, flee 
miles from the north end of Lao la Ronge The 
lake Is some fifty miles long aud in places five 
miles wide, with numerous islands from end to 
end These islands are chiefly rock and highly 
mineralised, containing gold, silver, oopper and 
nhrfcrl Like deposits ere found everywhere la

buffalo In thousands Still roamed the prairies; 
the red men were a free, wild people; the Hudson's 
Bay Company's rule was the only law; travel* was 


old hunter who had roamed extensively W 
Keewatin and Northern Ontario. He telle of 
traveling with some companions and finding a 
bear lit a big log. netting leveraga on the beast 
with a pole, one of the men pried him out. The 
other two then killed the animal "before he had 
recovered fro A hie torpor." 

Bo far as I can Recall, I have found thirteen 
black or brown bears In their dens, but never 
saw one that did not become wide .ewake on 
being disturbed, although In cold weather R Is 
HometlQiea necessary to smoke them out. Killing 
a bear while In lie den Is. however, poor policy, 
for It Is a most difficult Job for one man to 
pull a large bear out of hla hols. ^ 

On one occasion on the Nechaoo I found three 
bears In one den. a female, a two and a one- 
year-old. In every other instance—all along the 
foothills of the Rockies near the Peace—there 
was but one. Of grlxzlles. I have found six In 
their den*, and assuredly none asleep A noise 
st the mouths of their retreats brought them out 
instantly: rather, they tried to come, for I never 
let them get more than head and shoulders above 


lng branches, the moose were off like a flash 
to regions where no Irishman alarm them. 

This particular Irishman, you may be sure, heard 
some fairly strong language. 

When a moose Is started It Invariably runs 
in a circle to get the wind of whatever haa 
rohsed it. If the scent is of man. It goes down 
ths wind for a long dm lance before it Is as¬ 
sured it la not being followed. 

Speaking of Paddy reminds me of another oc¬ 
casion upon which we hunted in company. 

Early one morning I took my hunting canoe 
and started up the Peace with the Idea of 
getting a bear I told the Irishman to follow 
with a dugout to bring back the game In case I 
killed. I landed at the foot of a email Island 
where I knew the abundanoe of berries would 
have been likely, to prove alluring to bruin, and. 
a* I expected, found and killed a black bear.

I believed It a land of 
big trees and broad farms—In fact, a grand coun¬ 
try. generally Now I saw farms with stones heaped 
about the fences, stones still covering the Melds, 
sud stumps everywhere Where were all the big 
trees-? They seemed to have become smaller. 
in sooth, everything appeared shrunken and petty 
after the boundless plains and mighty peaks, the 
silent valleys and the towering fire, to which 
I had become accustomed.

In 1889. having again concluded to retire 
from the service, in the Spring of the following 
year.

Some Tragic Letters 
From the Death House 


FRANZ SCHUBERT 


W HAT-men In pi*lson write about, men 
minds have time to work and 
whose wits ale sharpened by enforced 
leisure — that la revealed In thlf 
startling and tragic book called “The 
Letters of Sacco and Vanaettl " Nothing that has 
been written so Ur about that famous case— 
neither the books of the evidence nor the novel 
by Upton Blnclair—carries the conviction of these 
simple, pro teat ing letter*, expressed in the quaint 
English of men who acquired most of the tongue 
In prison. 

"Everything le against me." wrote Bartolomeo 
Vanzettl in his final statement to Governor l^uller. 
"my race, my opinions and my humble occupa¬ 
tion.*' But when the International committee col¬ 
lected hi* letters, and the few written by Sacco, 
they found something more powerful than the 
arguments of defence counsel. The letters will 
be read and reread For many they will mark the 
beginning of an Intelligent curiosity about the 
strange case of these two men, who died convicted 
of murder in the State of Masaachusett*. 


Sacco could not write English When he waa 
arrested, but learned in prlaon. Vanxettt studied 
diligently, and “became a prolific correspondent, 
writing every night in hie cell until the lights 
were extinguished.” Like ali self-revelatlona. these 
letters reveal how men grope to understand the 
wtay sntf wbe r e fo r r t t —I 

moreover, both w#re anarchist* and believed that 
they were being persecuted by a capItaUst state 
for their political beliefs And when matters had 
dragged.along for seven years Vanzettl was cer¬ 
tain that they would be executed, because, he 
explained to hla frlenda. that waa the only way 
the "conscience’' of Massachusetts could justify 
-iftL - 

Vanaettl write, aSeut Blmirlf in his quaint 
English: "I did not aplllel a drop ot blood ov 
steal a cent in all my life. A little knowledge 
of the paat. a HortfowIXil experience of the life lt- 
has gave tS*teF sbTti* Writ* rrrr mfTerene from - 
those of many other umanc beings I preached 
1 worked *1 wished with all my faculties that 
the social wealth would belong to very umane 
i feature# so well as It was the fruit of _ the work 
of all.

N O man of his generation rental ns 
more alive to-day." writes H. L. 
Mencken, in The Mercury, of Franz 
Schubert, on the occasion of the 
Schubert celebration by the music 
world this year. "He was. to music. Its great 
heart, as Beethoven was its great mind. All the 
rest begin to seem archaic, but he continues to 
be a contemporary He was ntlally a modern, 
though he waa born in the eighteenth century 
In bis earliest composition there was something 
far beyond th* naive idiom or Mozart and Haydn 
Already In 'The Eriking’ there _wgs an echo of 
Beethoven's fury; later on it P waa to be 'trans¬ 
formed into a quieter mood, but none the legs, 
austere. The man lived- hi* inner life upon t 
high level. Outwardly a, simple and unpretentious 
fellow, and condemned by poverty to an unevent- 
iul routine, he yet walked with the god* His 
contacts with the world brought him only defeat 
and dismay. He failed at *11 the 'enterprises 
whereby musicians of hla day got fam* and money. 
But out of every failure there flowed a master¬ 
piece. ' In all the history of music there has never 
been a man of such stupendous natural talents.” 

So. while speeches, atatementa and explana¬ 
tions by the announcer may seem as incongruous 
in connection with Schubert a* they*would seem 
In connection with a particularly beautiful orchid, 
perhaps It Is our duty to submit to them that the 
race may acquire some comprehension of the 
stature of one of its great**? .idornmenta. "Yotj 
can argue away everything." said Mr. Mencken 
once “You can argue away theojogy, cosmology. 
ontology, epistemology a nd the h armony of the 
planets “But this Schubert quintette.you cannot 
dispose of. The man who wrote that was made 
in the Image of Ood. ergo, there ui a Ood."
